WHAT ARE HIGH FREQUENCY 
CURRENTS ? 


THIS QUESTION MADE CLEAR IN A GRAPH- 
ICAL WAY BY COMPARISON WITH WATER. 


In our demonstration we will assume that the voltage 
will be the water pressure at the hydrant. When we 
increase the pressure we Increase the amount of water 
we can draw due to the speed with which the water flows. 


The voltage obtained from Type °*J’’ coil is 40,000 
volts or approximately 400 times the voltage of the aver- 
age electric lamp used. If vou were to touch both ter- 
minals of a lamp socket, vou would receive a severe 
muscular shock, though the voltage of the current would 
be only 1-400 of what you would reeeive from Type 
te ea 1 


Let us see what 400 times the pressure of the water at 
the hydrant would mean. Upon opening the faucet a 
stream of water would travel at such speed that anything 
brought into contact with it would be struck as with a 
blow from a sword. 


This same condition would prevail if electrical currents 
of 40,000 volts were permitted to enter the human body, 
It would be as a sword thrust that would cleave from 
head to heel.

Abscesses Keep glass electrode No. 01 in contact 
with skin, moving it gently over the surface affeeted 
for § to 10 minutes, with medium current. - 


Acne Treat the entire surface with eleetrode No. 01 
for 8 minutes. For quickest results, use Fulguration 
electrode No. 20, and eauterize the larger pustules by 
sparking. 


Alopecia ( Falling Hair). Use medium current 
with electrode No. O1 or O11. Pass back and forth over 
scalp for 8 minutes, daily. 


Arteriosclerosis (Tigh Blood Pressure) Daily treat- 
ments of 8 to 10 minutes will serve to lower the pressure. 


Barbers Itch General daily treatment with No. 01 
electrode for 8 minutes over affected area. 


Boils With electrode No. O1 apply strong spark 
through gauze or about one eighth inch from surface. 

Fulguration electrode No. 20, with milder spark can 
also be used with boils not discharging, after which the 
ozone spray is recommended, 


Bronchitis Ozonize the air with the ozone genera- 
tor; this is the simplest and most effective method. 
Sharp sparks, over chest and back, sufficient to produce 
reddening, give relief. 


Bunions No. 01 or No. O07 eleetrode: Medium 
power, & to 10 minutes. Keep electrode in contact with 
skin, but moving slowly over entire painful area, will 
relieve all pain. 


Callouses Use strong current with electrode No. O1 
and spark directly to skin. This should produce a caute- 
rizing effect, and should be applied about 1 or 2 minutes. 
Fulguration electrode No. 20 is excellent in these cases. 


Catarrh (of nose). Electrode No. 01, medium eur- 
rent. Rub over outer surface of nose, and also back of 
neck. Breathing through ozone generator, using nasal 
tube, brings quick relief. 


Cold Extremities Use full power, passing No. 01 
electrode over entire surface for from 5 to 8 minutes or 
until a redness is produced on the skin. Keep glass 
electrode in contact with part throughout treatment. 
Repeat daily.

Corns Turn electrode No. 01 so that spark passes 
out of edge instead of broad face, and hold about 1-5 
inch from skin. Allow sharp sparks to pass into corn 
for a few seconds onty. Repeat in a day or two if ne- 
cessary. Electrodes No. 20 and 030 are used to good 
advantage on obstinate cases. 


Chilblains Use No. 01 electrode, strong current. 
Keep in contact with skin, rubbing gently for 10 
minutes. Treat every other day until cured. 


Deafness [ar electrode No. O17 is preferred. If no 
No, O17 is at hand use point of No. 04. Use only a 
very mild current, from 3 to 5 minutes. 


Dyspepisia Electrode No. O1, strong current. Pass 
over region of stomach daily for 6 to 10 minutes, After 
an improvement is noticed, treat every other day. 


Freckles Electrode No. 01, with medium current. 
Apply through gauze. Use daily for from 7 to 10 Min, 
Be patient, as results here are apt to be slow, 


Goitre Some cases vield tothe following treatment: - 
No. O1 eleetrode with as strong a current as can be 
borne without discomfort. Treat through thin gauze or 
in direct contact with skin, daily. No treatment to be 
over 6 minutes duration. 

Results are not apparent until after about the 10th 
treatment. 

Gray Hair Patient treating, every other day, will 
bring pleasing results, the natural color of hair gene- 
rally returning. Use No. O11 Comb electrode. 





Hay Fever Read-- Catarrh of nose; and_ treat 
similarly. 


Headache When not caused by stomach troubles, 
apply electrode No. OL with medium current over fore- 
head and down over the ears to back of neck, with an 
occasional rub down the spine. 


Inflamations Massage with No. 01 electrode “for 
5 to & minutes. 


Influenza Breathing through ozone generator 
brings immediate relief. 3 


Follow with surface electrode No, O1 treating over 
siiles of nose. Nasal electrode No. O04 can be used to 
advantage, internally. 


Lumbago Using electrode No. 01, treat with sharp 
current over and beyond entire painful area, avery 
other day, for about 6 to & minutes. 


Massage Electrode No. 01 with medium or heavy 
current as preferred. The stronger theeurrent used, the 
shorter the time required for treatment. Through heavy 
gauze is ideal. 


Moth Patches or Moles Surface Electrode No. 01 
will assist in most cases, but best results are obtained 
with Fulguration No. 20. Use medium or low current 
and apply directly to point of treatment. Bring down 
spring lever with index finger, making connections only 
atshort intervals, A few seconds should suffice in one 
spot. 


Nervousness Massage over spine with Electrode 
No, 01, with medium current. Treat daily at first, for 
5 to & minutes, gradually decreasing to once in every 
three days, for about one month. 


Neuritis Electrode No. 01, heavy or medium eur- 
rent. Pass over surface, gently for 3 to 6 minutes at 
each treatment. This gives relief almost instantly, and 
if possible repeat twice daily. IExcellent results may be 
obtained in even the most stubborn chronie cases. 


Pyorrhea (Loosening of the gums). Apply special 
Dental Electrode No. 019 directly to gums for 4 to 6 
minutes, using low or medium strength current.

Warts Electrode No. O01. Hold about 1-8 to 3-16 
inch from raised section and allow sparks to pass from 
edge of glass to same.
